10-Day Trek on Broken 
Ankle After Crash Is 
Described. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—)—~ 
Captain Edward Clark, of Omaha, 
Neb., today told of walking with 
a broken ankle for 10 days over 
Alaskan mountains after his 
bomber had crashed. 

The Army plane rammed into 
a peak of the Aleutian range June 
1 during a severe storm. Captain 
Clark suffered an ankle fracture, 
his co-pilot, Second Lieutenant 
Joe Donaldson, 22, of Rosebud, 
Tex., suffered a compound break 
of the leg and two enlisted men 


were cut and bruised. 

The four spent the first two days 
after the accident attempting to 
care for their injuries. Donald- 
son's leg was splinted with boards 
from the plane windows and 
bound with a parachute cord. He 
was placed in a sleeping bag and 
covered with a parachute to pre- 
vent him from freezing. 

Then the two enlisted men set 
out for help. After five days of 
waiting Captain Clark, 24, bound 
his broken ankle tightly and de 
cided to reach the shoreline. 

“Five days of waiting and won- 
dering like that is five weeks.” 
Clark said in an interview. “We 
just sat, being hurt, we didn’t feel 
like doing anything else. We were

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Siberian Front?. 

It has been known for sometime past that 
military observers have set this weekend as the 
probable date for a Japanese attack on the 
Russians in Siberia. The weather conditions in 
that part of the world are best suited, right at 
this time and in the coming weeks, for such a 
campaign. And, it is believed, Japanese leaders 
had expected the Germans to have driven even 
farther, by this date, into the Caucasus than 
they have. What is more, they had expected 
large portions of Russia's fighting forces to be 
captured or put out of the battle picture. 

Whether or not the fact that Marshal 
Timoshenko’s armies are still intact, even 
though forced back, will have any effect on 
Japanese plans is to be doubted. 

One factor which points to an early attack 
on Siberia is the extreme independence of 
Japanese commanders. The generals heading 
the large Japanese forces now facing the Si- 
berian border have, as yet, enjoyed no publicized 
victories nor the prestige which comes from 
them. They may order the attack for this 
reason alone, regardless of the situation in the 
Solomon Islands, on the Western Russian front 
or anywhere else in the world. 

If that Siberian attack does come, the 
United States will wake up to the significance 
of Japanese occupation of those three Aleutian 
islands. For it is across the northern Pacific, 
over that area in which the Aleutians are of 
prime strategic importance, that any aid we 
may plan to send to the prospective Siberian 
front would naturally go. 

Not only,’in event the new front does open, 
would we deSire to aid the Russians against 
the common enemy, but the airfields of Vladi- 
vostok and other Siberian coastal points would 
then be available for the use of our bombers 
against Japan proper. So far we have been 
unable to use those jumping off places because 
of the state of technical peace existing between 
Tokyo and the Soviet.government. 

Once that peace is broken, however, there 
will be no reason why we should not send great 
waves of bombers over the vulnerable cities 
and factories and ports of Japan, from the 
near-by landing fields of Siberia. 

Japan will make fearful error if sne attacks 
Russia, thus opening these airports to Allied 
Nations’ use. Yet she made fearful error at 
Pear] Harbor when she brought the United 
States into the war. Perhaps she will repeat 
the same mistake.

It is now revealed that pictures and stories 
released by an Army press agent showing ar- 
rows in fields pointing to airports and fac- 
tories were not as serious as the report indi- 
cated.

The press, and certainly the public, are in 
no mood for gags. 

All of us want to know the full, truthful 
picture of the war consistent with preventing 
important information from reaching the 
enemy. All want bad news as well as good. 
Washington does not need to cushion the 
shocks. 

It is disconcerting to hear on one hand that 
war production is humming beautifully and 
then be told that serious bottlenecks are oc- 
curring because steel magnates are standing 
in the way of expansion because of fear of com- 
petition after the war. 

There have been occasions on which bad 
news has been withheld until good news could 
be released simultaneously—to neutralize the 
shock of the bad news. 

This much we do know—the Allied nations 
have won important victories and suffered se- 
vere losses. We are gaining as a fighting ma- 
chine. We know we must expect further re- 
verses. The second front, if and when it is to 
come, must be determined by military strate- 
gists, not by an action-hungry public. 

We still are in the dark days of this war./We 
cannot afford to feast on victory rumors. The 
sooner we tighten our belts, the sooner pres- 
sure groups are removed from war production 
planning, the sooner we can look to that day 
when we can begin the lethal drive on the 
enemy.

Test of Church? 


Dr. J. B. McLaurin, secretary of the Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board of Canada, declared that 
the present war provides a test of the church, 
both in its structure and in its inner life. 

This is, beyond question, true, but is it not 
equally true that all life, all experiences and 
contacts with life, constitute a test for the 
church? In some respects the problems of 
peacetime, the conditions which arise in what 
we consider “normal times,” constitute a greater 
test for the church than do the problems that 
come with war, 

For, in wartime, life becomes simpler, more 
basic in its needs and troubles. Today in 
England, where total war is the rule, average 
people find no time for aught but simple living 
and fulfillment of duty. They know an enemy 
bomb may, at any time, end all their earthly 
problems and under such circumstances all 
save the great fundamentals of life and of 
death become of no interest or importance. 

It may well be this very fact, that a greater 
test challenges the church in peace than in war, 
that is the cause of a condition which Dr. 
McLaurin, who was at one time a missionary 
to the Orient, touched upon when he said that, 
while the cause of Christianity in the ‘Orient 
could be looked upon with optimism, the same 
could not truthfully be said regarding Canada 
and the United States. 

The church, through all her history, has 
grown strong in days of trial and _ difficulty and 
has failed only when her pathway has been 
made materially smooth, 

Christianity has ever been nurtured and 


strengthened by the blood of martyrs.

| WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
LOSS AT PEARL HARBOR WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—After 


Pearl Harbor we found our naval 
forces so crippled that we were compelled to fight a defensive war 
in the Pacific. The true extent of the damage done our fleet there 
by the Japs has never been revealed. It was withheld for very 

good reasons of military strategy. The Japs 
didn’t know, so why should we have told them. 

In its report on the happenings at Pearl 
Harbor, the Roberts commission purposely did 
not tell the whole story. It confined itself to 
the ships permanently destroyed and badly 
‘damaged, without listing those temporarily put 
out of action. We did not want the Japs to 
know our weakened condition until the tem- 

orary damage could be repaired. 

Since Pearl Harbor we have been victorious 
in three major naval engagements in the Pa- 
cific. The first was in the Battle of Macassar 
Strait, in which the British participated; the 
second was the Battle of the Coral Sea, and 
third, which was the most important, the Bat- 
tle of Midway Island. 

In none of these, however, were we strong 
enough to follow up our victories with offensive 
action afterward. The first two were hit-and- 

run affairs, while the third was a defensive action entirely on 


our part. 


MIDWAY VICTORY At the Battle of Midway we won a vic- 


tory of the first magnitude. The margin 
of naval superiority which Japan had enjoyed in the Pacific. after 
Pearl Harbor was considerably whittled down in that engagement. 
We knocked out practically all of her first-class carrier strength— 
put a fleet of 60 or 70 ships to flight. If we had been in position 
to follow through offensively we might have made that battle a 
decisive turning point in the war. 

Now, more than eight months after Pearl Harbor, we have just 
completed or are on the verge of completing all of the repair work 
on vessels damaged but not sunk irrevocably at Hawaii. During 
the same period we have also launched and commissioned a number 
of new naval units, including everything from battleships to 


destroyers. 


RESTORED POSITION What we have done in these eight 


months in repairs and launchings, 
plus the sinkings we effected at Midway and in the Coral Sea, 
has restored the position we held before December 7. 

Necessarily the demands of other theaters of the war have 
made it impossible for us to concentrate our full strength in the 
Pacific. We are using many of our naval units for convoy duty 
to England, Russia and the Middle East. The great offensive base 
we are setting up in Great Britain for ultimate use against Hitler 
is consuming the lion’s share of our military production. 

Despite these demands of other theaters, it is significant that 
simultaneously, it might be said, with the recapture of our lost 
naval position in the Pacific, we have launched our first major of- 
fensive against the Japs. The battle now raging in the Solomon 
Islands may be the forerunner of an all-out attack against Japanese- 


conquered territory in the region. 

WILL MOVE ON If we take the Solomons from them we will 
move on to other island bases—New Guinea, 

Wake, the Gilbert and Marshall group. Eventually the offensive 

will be extended to include Singapore and the Philippines. 

It is too early yet to tell the full results of the Solomons offen- 
sive, but the country may be assured that it was prepared with 
the greatest care. It is not to be interpreted in any sense of the 
word as a raid such as we conducted earlier against the Gilbert 
Islands. There we made no effort to lay down an invasion force, 
but merely bombarded them from ships and the air. 

The Solomon Islands move has the appearance of a full-fledged 
invasion, aimed at throwing the Japs out. 


PACIFIC SECOND FRONT? Military men have hastened to 


point out that the importance 
of the attack has another significance aside from marking our first 
offensive action in the Pacific. The Japs have been scheduled to 
move against Russia in Siberia at any moment. Some naval and 
military intelligence sources look on the attack as already overdue. 
It has been variously predicted to start this month. 

With the United States now on the offensive in the Pacific, the 
Japs will be likely to halt in their tracks before becoming engaged 
on a new front with the Russians. They are not believed to have 
sufficient air force to spread out in two directions, both of major 
importance. 

Thus the move we are making in the Solomons may be pur- 
posely designed also to force a delay in any Jap plans for distracting 
the Russians at their rear. How successful we have been should 
be revealed within the next few days.

It should be borne in mind that 
there is no such thing in law as a 
labor union, Unions have no re- 
sponsibility, although they have 
privileges and political power, and 
any group of five individuals, even 
criminals of the vilest type and 
with long police records, may hire 
a shyster, put one of their num- 
ber in the chair, adopt a constitu- 
tion and proceed into the streets to 
practice highway robbery or extor- 
tion and to defame and injure the 
business of law-abiding citizens. 
Unions have legal rights. Even il- 
legal and immoral rights, but there 


is no fundamental definition of a 
union. 

I present this by way of pream- 
ble to some further information 
bearing on the so-called teamsters’ 
case. ‘

But the supreme court laid down 
the principle that an employe and 
employer relationship is establish- 
ed the instant that a highwayman, 
in halting his victim, offers to 
drive hi. car, if only 10 feet or 
six inches, provided the offer is 
made in the name of any group 
calling itself a union.

ONE WORD MORE

A “BOOT” AT PARRIS ISLAND If you have a son who is 
thinking about getting 


into the service and who perhaps is considering the Marine Corps 
because just now the whole world is cheering the corps, I would 
like to tell you a few things. 

If your boy enlists in the Marine Corps he 
will be shipped to Parris Island. 

That is an island in Port Royal Sound near 
the coast of South Carolina. Nearby is the town 
of Beaufort. A causeway connects it with the 
mainland today and that, in a way, is a pity. 
Nevertheless, it is an island. 

When your boy gets there he will be turned 
over to the meanest, toughest noncoms in the 
world. 

Your boy will rarely sleep in barracks. He 
will live mostly in tents. 

He will read in the papers about the USO 
and the parties given the service, and occa- 
sionally, when he comes back to base quarters, 
he will maybe get to go to a show and hear, 
and see, some movie or stage star do a show. 

He may during his “boot” training get some 
little entertainment. But not much. He will 

march and train and run and work until he feels like breaking 
down and weeping—until he gets toughened up. 

He will be put down on a firing line and he will be given a 
coach. Just your boy and a coach. That coach painstakingly will 
teach him to shoot. He will go back to his tent and sit there and 
squeeze the trigger of a rifle for half an hour. Just slowly con- 
tracting his trigger hand until it snaps 

After two weeks of training at shooting he will shoot for record. 
(If he doesn’t quality they will make him a cook’s helper, or put 
him to doing something else. They won't let him soldier.) 

He will then get polished up. He will climb ropes, jump in and 
out of trenches, climb walls, and run until the breath sobs in his 
throat. 

He will emerge from six weeks of it in shape and feeling great. 

You don’t want your son to get into anything as hard as that? 

All right, then, don’t send him into the Marines. 

You see, it’s this way—when the Marines get a boy they want 
to make out of him one of the best soldiers in the world. They want 
him trained in how to shoot, how to fight, and how to endure long, 
hard arduous work. ‘ 

They want him to be able to do that—and they won't have him 
if he can’t—because they learned long ago that the soldier who 
knew how to soldier was in less danger than the man who didn’t. 

Your boy will have a better chance if he knows how. 

The other services do a great job. It is just that the Marine 
Corps is smaller and is better set to do the job. 


AFTER PARRIS ISLAND Parris Island is the beginning. 
Your boy will be hard and tough 
by the time he is ready to leave. 

Likely he will go to the New River base in North Carolina, 
miles and miles of shore and forest and sand. 

There he will really go to work. He will live in the open. He 
will become a specialist. He will take what he is best fitted for. 
He may become a paramarine and learn to jump from 700 feet. 
He will learn to carry out a landing party. He will learn other 
of the fighting arts. He will get lean and hard and he won't have 
much fun. (Do you want him to have fun, or learn to handle 
himself? ) 

He is the real commando of the American forces—the man who 
will be in there leading the way. He has got to be tough. He won't 
have any trouble about his morale. I ask you to reflect about this 
whole show and try to remember one story about worry over morale 
in the Marine camps. The boys just didn’t have time. Those tough 
noncoms were on their heels driving them. They learned to hate 
those noncoms, and later to have that hate turn to a grim respect. 
They never had time to consider whether their morale was bad or 
good. They were working. 

Your boy can take it. He can be small, or medium size or 
large. If he likes it, and can take it, he can learn to soldier with 
these specialists.

HEADQUARTERS THIRD 
ARMY, SOMEWHERE IN LOU- 
ISIANA, Aug. 14.—(#)—Hard- 
fighting Blue infantry and artil- 
lery took the offensive in the 
Third Army maneuvers early to- 
day and by evening when the 
combat problem was halted, the 
opposing grim-battling Red caval- 
ry force was in a precarious sit- 
uation. 

On one hand the Blues, com- 
manded by Major General John 
C. Persons, had the key Red rail- 
road center -under’ destructive, 
heavy artillery fire, and on the 
other, the Blues had a massive 
double envelopment attack in mo- 
tion that threatened the encircle- 
ment of the entire Red Army. 

“Die in Place.” 

To meet these blows from the 
numerically superior Blues, Major 
General Innis P. Swift, dashing 
Red commander, took up positions 
for a finish fight, and issued or- 
ders to “die in place.” “Recall” 
sounded before the showdown oc- 


curred and the  battle-weary 


|troops, who had been fighting and 


marching steadily for two days 
and nights, suspended operations 
and went into bivouac for a well- 
earned rest in preparation for a 
new problem at dawn Monday 
morning. 

Both sides struck slashing blows 
in the final phase of the fighting. 


A Red squadron seized a strong 
position deep in blue territory and 
successfully resisting repeated at- 
tempts to dislodge it severely 
harassed advancing Blue ele- 
ments. Meanwhile, a Blue com- 
mando unit penetrated behind Red 
lines, and secreting itself on an 
important highway, ambushed Red 
units and disrupted lines of com- 
munication. 

Rail Center “Shelled.” 

The Blue maneuver in getting 
heavy guns into position to blast 
the vital Red rail center was an 
outstanding performance. Red 
Commander Swift tried desper- 
ately to prevent this, but his force 
was too small to hold off the ad- 
vance of the greatly superior 
Blues, and to keep their big guns 
from getting into action. 

Marching under the cover of 
darkness, the Blue heavy artillery 
eluded Red combat patrols and by 
morning were rumbling into posi- 
tion to shell the Red railroad. This 
was the first use of the big guns 
in this problem, and their able tac- 
tical handling was highly praised.

SALISBURY, N. C., Thursday.—I left New York City on the 
evening train and arrived this morning at Salisbury, N. C. I am 
spending the day at the general convention on Christian education 

of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion churca, 
which is conducting a forum for young peuple 
and speaking to the whole group. I take an 
evening train back to Washington. 


Yesterday, in New York City, I had a most 
interesting time at Hunter College, since there 
were a great many questions to make the forum 
held there interesting. 

I had a pathetic letter the other day from 
a mother, who said she had been entirely de- 

Be: pendént on her son, who has now been drafted. 
i. I think it came to her as an unexpected blow, 
ee-< because he was no longer among the very young 

- se i group, being 39 years old. The woman her- 
self is 59 and has to care for her 83-year-old father. She did not 
see how she was going to be able to live on the old age pension 
obtainable for her father, and the allotment which her son could 
make and to keep her home, in which she had lived so long and 
where she had planted a victory garden. 

The Social Security Board is deeply concerned about such situa- 
tions. They participated in the drafting of the Service Men’s Allow- 
ance Act of 1942, but all of their recommendations were not in- 
corporated in the act when it finally passed. Wives and children 
have fixed allowances, but cases a little out of the ordinary are not 
clearly dealt with as yet. 

Now I must tell you about something which is being done for 
members of the merchant marine in our little sister republic of 
Uruguay. Some public-spirited young men of the British com- 
munity in Uruguay conceived the idea that there ought to be a 
haven where officers and men of merchant ships, sailing under any 
of the United Nations flags, could go to enjoy themselves during 
their stay in a foreign port. 

“Liberty Inn” was started. There visitors may obtain food and 
beverages of the best kind at reasonable prices. There is a billiard 
table, card-tables, table tennis, dart boards, and a quiet room for 
letter writing. Perhaps the nicest part of.the service is that the 
inn arranges for a launch to call on all vessels lying away from 
the quay side when the day’s work is over, and at a nominal cost 
any officer or member of the crew may go ashore for the evening. 

Here is the most remarkable thing about this whole undertak- 
ing—the only paid person is the caretaker who lives on the prem- 
ises. Everything else is done by voluntary helpers in their spare 
time. Incidentally, this is a man’s project, no ladies are allowed 
in the inn. 
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Mother: “The children have 
had too much idle time this 
summer.
